, “The first was . . . that the 
telescopic sight of Oswald’s 
rifle was aimed defectively, so 
ijbaf the bullets struck approx- . 
mialely 4 inches to the right 
of the aiming point and a lit- 
tle high. 

“Coincidentally, however, 
the presidential automobile 
was following a course wMch 
curved to the right just 
enough to compensate for this 
error in the telescope, making 
it possible for Oswald to hit 
the President with two bullets 
in the course of some eight 
seconds. Otherwise the"T^3I 
bullet might have/ struck Mrs.
